BERLIN.— Emigration 
to

United States from Central ‘ Europe 
has reached a stare where it threat-1 
ens to dump into America nearly 
1,000,000 of the "most undesirable I 
peoples of Europe," says an official 
of the American State Department | 
who has-been watching the recent, 
exodus with much concern. 
The 
emigrants 
are 
principally 
from Russia and Poland, and large 
numbers of 
them, who are very 
poor, 
have been 
directly assisted 
with money and advice from Ameri­ 
ca, the correspondent was told. Con- J 
sular offices are swamped with their 
applications for passports and steam- I 
ship accommodations are inadequate j 
to carry all who have permits to 
sail. 
"There Is virtually no check on 
this movement, which beyond any 
question must soon be a most Ber-1 
ious problem in America," the cor­ 
respondent was informed. "An ef- j 
fort has been made to keep out the 
so-called ‘reds,’ but that, too, is j 
futile for it is impossible to invests 
gate the applicants carefully enough 
to exclude undesirables. 
"The only thing that can be done, j 
it seems to me, is a new immigration i 
law sharply curtailing this business 
of dumping the down-and-outs of 
Europe upon our shores. And that, i 
too, is going to be a difficult thing 
for there will always be the possi- J

against 
classes that would make valuable j 
citizens. If immigration should be i 
stopped entirely for a few years, say | 
five, 
we might wake up to the 
situation in America and seek a 
way out of the trouble. 
"The government's agents have 
been doing their best to meet the 
emergency with the machinery of I 
the law, but that is pitiably inade- I 
quate. About all that can be done j 
is to send department of ju stice; 
agents to New York and ‘warn’ the

He may 
go out and collect any amount of J 
fees for "assisting" immigrants to j 
secure passports— and whether he 
succeeds in getting the papers, which 
cannot be Held up if the applicant i 
meets requirements, or not he can i 
keep the money.

LOUIS, Mo., Dec. 16.—The 
retail price of farm products could 
b© reduced 50 per cent and the 
agriculturists would realize a great­ 
er profit if the farmers sold di 
reel to the consumer, C. A. Bar­ 
rett of Union City, Ga., told the 
nationwide conference of agriculture 
representatives which opened here 
today.

Mr. Barrett said the purpose of 
the conference was to work out 
plane for a more direct method of 
marketing. 
He recommended 
the establish­ 
ment by farmers of a chain of re­ 
tail stores where sales could be 
made direct to the consumer. 
He 
asserted farmers would lose aproxi- 
mately five billion dollars, about
